CALIFORNIA-GROWN TOBACCO. 


The Turkish Variety Being Suc- 


cessfully Raised in Tulare County 

on Ground Almost Worthiess. 

The time may come when Califor- 
asia may become as well known for 
its tobacco production as Connecti- 
cut, Virginia, or perhaps Cuba. The 
sucess that has attended the exper- 
imental cultivation of Turkish to- 
bacco in Tulare county certainly war- 
rants “great expectations’ regarding 
the new crop from the several hun- 
dred acres that have been planted 
to ft this year. 

Tobacco seed is extremely minute, 
and Turkish tobacco is especially 
noted in this respect, a single ounce 
containing 300,000 to 600,000 indi-

This sweating is, as a mat- 
ter of fact a form of fermentation 
set up by bacteria, the climate of 


“The poorer the soil the better the 
Turkish.” and stretches of ground 
which are y worthless for 
other California crops have taken on 
& new value now that it has been 
demonstrated beyond doubt that val- 
uable crops of oriental tobacco can 
be produced on them. 

Only a trifling amount of irrigation 
is needed—in fact one of the difi- 
cult things the experts have to teach 
the rancher-pupils is to keep the 
water off, rather than to put it on. 
The excess of irrigation has been the 
chief fault thus far, and, it is claimed 
by the buyers, has been the chief 
cause why the crop has in many cases 
been classed as second or third grade. 

Thus far the greater proportion of 
the crops raised has sold for from 
50 to 60 cents per pound. At this 
figure the growers have been realiz- 
ing from $400 to $600 per acre. Turk- 
ish of the first grade, however, will 
bring up te $2 per pound, at which 
figure the growers will realize bet- 
ter than $1000 per acre for the best 
crops. The French monopolists 
charge about $2.75 per pound for the 
highest grade leaf, this being the 
price at the Turkish seaboard. When 
import duties and transportation 
charges are added the tieaf costs 
nearer $3 per pound by the time it 
is landed at the American factories.

This year the Birch No, & was as- 
sessed by the Orange county Asmes- 
sor at $1,000,000. It is now paying 
an interest on twice that valuation. 

Close to their No. 5 well, the Birch 
people have drilled another hole to 
a depth of 3840 feet. Thies is the No. 
6 and would have undoubtedly rivaled 
No. 6 ff an accident had not 
to Impede the free flood of oil up 
the casing.

How has San Francisco 
prospere<’ John Young, a vera- 
cious tiistorian of Califernia, writing 
a short time ago, tells us that in 
188) there were 232,555 wage earners 
in Gan Francisco, and that ten years 
later there were but 28,444. In 1904 
the value of products of foundries

$22,342,000 in 1909, and there was a 
more marked increase in the num- 
ber of wage earners. :
